AS a general rule diabetes is not 
a very difficult disorder to tre a t, 
particularly in older persons. All 
th a t is necessary >* to regulate 
the p atien t’s food intake and then 
to give him enough insulin to make 
it possible for him to utilize the 
sugar in the diet. Insulin is the 
secretion from the pancreas which 
controls the use of su g ar by the 
body. 
Doctor R obert H. Micks of D ub­ 
lin, Ireland, however, thinks th a t 
w hat he calls a tw o-stage m ethod 
of treatm en t of diabetes is the 
m ost satisfactory. 
D uring the first stage of the 
treatm ent, the only concern is to 
restore the patient to as good 
health as possible w ithout too 
much lim itation of the diet. In this 
first period Doctor Micks allows 
the patient to satisfy his appe­ 
tite so th a t the body tissues may 
be built up and the condition in 
which there is too little sugar in 
the blood avoided. During this 
tim e he gives enough insulin to 
make sure th a t the patient makes 
a steady gain in weight. Diet 
charts and determ ination of the 
am ount of su g ar in the blood are 
not necessary during this time. 
The diet contains plenty of food, 
and additional small meals are 
given 
between 
regular 
meals. 
Large doses of insulin are u«ed, 
and a t the sam e tim e injections of 
glucose, a sugar solution, are giv. 
en into the blood to make sure th at 
hypoglycem ia, or too low blood 
sugar, will not develop. 
The patient is weighed each d aj. 
If it is found th a t the patient is 
taking plenty of food, and his 
w eight does not increase, it may 


be due to the fact th a t not enough 
insulin is being injected. If the 
patient is getting enough insulin 
and enough food, and still does not 
gain weight, then the cause for the 
failure to gain may be some other 
disease, such as tuberculosis or 
gallbladder disease. 
During this first stage of the 
treatm ent, the urine or excretion 
from the kidneys is tested daily, 
just to make sure that the pa­ 
tient does not have hypoglycemia. 
As long as sugar is found in the 
urine it can be assumed that there 
is enough sugar present in the 
blood. 
During the second stage of the 
treatm ent, 
when 
the 
patient’s 
w eight has returned to normal, th# 
dict is carefully regulated to keep 
the blood su g ar a t the normal 
level, and at the same time enough 
insulin is given so th a t sugars are 
properly utilized. D uring this sec­ 
ond period of treatm ent, testa of 
the blood for the amount of sugar 
present are made a t frequent in­ 
tervals. 
It would appear that the advan­ 
tages of the form of treatment 
suggested by Doctor Micks are 
th a t it perm its the p atien t to re ­ 
tu rn rapidly to a state of good 
health and to bring his w eight 
back to norm al. Then a definite 
routine can be planned for the 
patient so th a t he rem ains a t the 
norm al w eight level and can con­ 
tinue with his regular activities. 
I have outlined some sugges­ 
tions concerning the diet in dia­ 
betes which may be helpful in fol­ 
lowing the physician’s advice. I 
shall be glad to «end This m ateria!
